SUSTAINED NEGOTIATIONS ON DECLARATION EXPECTED TO COMMENCE 
9:00 A.M. APRIL 27. HOVEYDA, ACCOMPANIED BY INDIANS AND 
YUGOSLAVS, PRESENTED TO WEO REPS "NEW" G-77 TEXT OF 
DECLARATION WHICH CONTAINED NO CHANGES WORTH REPORTING. 

FOR MOST PART WEO'S REPEATED PAST POSITIONS, WITH US, UK, 

AND TO LESSER EXTENT FRG, CARRYING BURDEN OF STRESSING WEST'S 
KEY CONCERNS. INTERESTING SIDELIGHT EMERGING WAS IMPLICATION
